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Philatelic Literature Collections. 


Within the past few years there has grown up a branch of collecting which is 
remotely allied to stamp collecting, yet has little in common with it. It has for 
its object the gathering together of all publications, in whatever language or 
country published, which are wholly or in part devoted to plilately. Naturally 
enough it was first attempted by stamp collectors, and probably has never gathered 
into its ranks persons who have not at some time been interested in the collecting 
and study of stamps. We believe to President Tiffany belongs the credit of giving 
prominence to this new cult in America, At least bis was the first notable collec- 
tion, or the first approaching completion, Je was led into it by easy stages, At 
first he sought only the better publications, ur those from which be could derive 
valuable information or suggestions regarding the stamps he was studying. Those 
were the days of Der Bricimerken-Sanmiler, Deutsche Briefmarken: Aeituny, 
and Algemeincr Briefmarken Anzeiger in Germany; Le Liambrophite and Le 
Pimbee- Poste in France; The Phitatelist and The Stamp Collectors’ Magazin: 
in Engiand ; and The American Philatctisé in the United States. It is no dis- 
paragemeut to the many excellent journals now issued to say that these early 
journals have never been surpassed, The ability of such men as Overy Taylor, 
Dr. Magnus, B. EH. Pemberton, M. Moens, Dr. Moschkau and Dr. Kloss cannot well 
be excelied. hen the science of philately was new, there was much virgin soul, 
and the ground had not been all plowed over and tnoroughiy cultivated. These 
publications were well stored with information, valuable then and no less valuable 
now. The conelttsions were not hastily reached, there was no element of sensa- 
tionalism about them, and the discussions were generally temperate and argumen- 
tative. 

More receut years, however, have seen the birth, short life, and early death of 
a cloud of periodicals, very many of which were issued only in a single number. 
These ventures have been so numerous that philatelists were slow to extend their 
support when no assurance of a continuance was given. The consistent collector 
gathers everything, and is just as eager for the periodicals consisting of one 
number as he is for those whose existence extended over a period of years, 

5o long as the student of stamps, or the philatelist, collects the literature of 
the science for the information it contains, his purpose is a praiseworthy one from 
the philatelic standpoint. When he loses sight of that laudable purpose and 
collects this literature for the sake of having all known publications, it then 
becomes an entirely different form of collecting and has nothing to do with 
philately. We do not condemn it by any meaus, it is as legitimate as the collect- 
ing Of any kind of books and pamphiets, but it is not philately. We can easily 
understand how the philatelist would desire all the available aids. in the study of 
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his stamps, but the accumulation of the bunudreds and thousands of ephemeral 
leaflets, many of them the product of immature brains and very primitive printing 
plants, is prompted by an entirely diferent motive, 

‘The collecting and arranging of a postage stamp collection has an educational 
influence on the enthusiast, and by sheer force of surroundings heimbibes a store 
ofinformation. He is compelled to learn much of the governments and politics of 
natious, The arranging, cataloguing, binding, and housing of a collection of 
papers caunot benefit him to the same degree. It furnishes amusement of an 
inuocent kind, and enables many alleged philatelic papers to live which otherwise 
could sot, It is related to philately in that the collector has chosen the Jiterature 
of staups instead of the literature of epitaphs, or of sign boards, or of macaronie 
poetry ; but there the relationsluip ceases. We do not see how it cau ever sup- 
plant philately in the esteem of anyone. FriaTernic Facts ANp FalLAclls does 
not wish to discourage this form of collectiug, but it does feel it a duty to warn 
philatelists against indiscriminate an profitless gathering, This new hobby gives 
encouragement to the launchiny oa the uucertain sea of philatelic journalism of 
some scores of leaflets, or alleged stamp journals, every vear, The body of 
philatelie literature collectors is now large enough to enable some of these *‘ penny 
dreadfuls”’ to exist for as mach as three months; butin the meantime legitimate 
journals, issuing at regular intervals, and giving subseribers value for the amouit 
of subscription received, are barely able to exist. 


Whon Shall We Have for Officers Next Year? 


‘The question of suitable men for officers of the American Philatelic Association 
is now being discussed both Hast and West. This is ap important matter, aud the 
more information disseminated between sow and the annual meeting the better 
for the future of the association, 

There was a very decided sentiment for C. P. Krauth, of Pittsburgh, Pa., for 
the presidency, but he has absolutety refused to allow his name to be used. This 
is not because he has not the interests of the association at heart—his health will 
not permit him to accept any office. This is urfortunate, because he would not 
only have made an excellent president, but his position and affiliations are such 
that he would have united the factions which well-nigh wrecked the association at 
Clayton. 

The Daily Stamp Ilem says President Tiffany cannot be prevailed upon to 
accept the office another term, Mr. Vauderlip always declines, and it nominates 
Pr, S. G. Stein, of Muscatine, lowa. The last number of the Weekly says Dr. 
Stein has been in St. Louis and absolutely declines. Nominations are still in 
order. So much depends on the president that it is of the utmost importance 
he should be an ardent philatelist, an energetic man, and a man with an execu- 
tive head. 

Fi,aATELIC Facts AND FALLACiIxS has no slate to propose, but it believes the 
present condition of affairs in the association demands a change of policy and 
administration, No one will have the hardihood to claim. that we are well 


officered. The Kissinger fiasco has well-uigh proved fatal, and it is to be sincerely 
hoped that our proxies may not again be so prostituted, 

We hope the next few months way be fruitful ones, in that suitable men may 
be talked about, by whom members cau have assurance the association's affairs 
will be properly administered. It is an exceilent idea to look well to the delegates 
who will attend the next convention, and place your proxies (if you cannot attend 
yourself) where they will be voted in accordance with your wishes. As we said in 
our March number, we must have good men at the head of affairs. Otherwise the 


association's usefulness is ended.

RECENT sales in New York aud Boston show satisfactory prices for uearly all 
kinds of scarce stamps. The Woodward sale in Boston was famous for the very 
full series of British North Americans and United States stamps. The New 
Brunswick shillings, the Newfoundland scarlets, and in fact all the scarce ones 
from our tleighboring colonies on the north were fully represented. 


In Mekcei’s Weekly Stamp News of April 9, 1896, we note an article from 
the pen of its San Francisco correspondent that deals with Sau Francisco locals, 
and is a valuable contribution to the subject of Western locals. Mr. Stock, who 
relates the history, is city editor of the Ceif. My acquaintance with him dates 
hack some twenty yearsand what he states is true according to his best recollection. 
We would refer our readers to the article in question, and add to it this further 
information: The first city delivery express was that of Reed & Co., started in 
1853, to deliver letters received through Adams & Co.’s Express, Some little time 
after the failure of that company Reed went out of business. Next following Reed 
came the “Penny Post Company,” in 1855. After some six mouths the govern- 
ment broke that company up, as it was alleged it interfered with the iaw in the 
matter of the Post Office Department. Then came the subsequent concerns as 
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related by Mr. Steck. The man whose name he does not remember, and who made 
the die and issued the ‘Shorseman”’ franked envelopes, was named Robinson, and 
his basiness was known as ‘Robinson's Sau Francisco Letter Express.’ Robinson 
sold out to Gahagan & Howe, they using his “horseman”’ frank stamp for a cancel- 
lation stamp. J,oomis was the final successor of all the San Francisco local con- 
cerns, and fcil heir to their franking and stamp outfits. He did not use the Carnes’ 
stamp as Carnes had it engraved, but had the word ''Carnes” cut from the plate 
aud uscd them in that form for his business, the catalogues being wrong in 
this particular. 


THE POSTAL MUSEUM. 


A Fhilatelic Fairy Wate wiih a Moral, 


Once upon a tnte there was a great king who ruled over many countries, and 
was very powerful and wise. ‘fhis king, desiring to wake his people happy and 
enlightened, decided to build a very fice museum; and he called architects and 
scientists, and professors together in his fine castle and told them to do their very 
best and spare no expense to make a wonderful and complete museum. Every- 
thing worth collecting, and knowing, and studying should be represented in this 
museom, ‘This king had also a littie boy, and as he wanted to make him saving 
aud economical, he only allowed him one dollar a week for pocket money. This 
little boy liked stamps better than anything else, but as he got only one dollar 
a week he had to he satisfied with cheap packages and what little he could buy 
for the discount that he made on the approval sheets that he showed to his 
friends in school, And he pasted his stamps in one of Mekevei’s last year albums, 
because he got that for half price ! 

Once the king came home from looking after his new musetun, when he found 
his little sou busy over his stamps, cleaning them and puttiug them in his old 
album: and he was glad that he bad such an orderly little boy. Pretty soon the 
museunt was completed and all the fine collections were stored in proper places— 
pictures, and bronzes, and books, and birds’ eggs, and shells, and minerals, and 
bugs, and butterflies, and many, many things, and also coins and stamps; and 
it cost the king two tons of gold and all the greenbacks that his printer could 
turn out. 

Um the morning when the museum was to be opened the king said to his son: 
Sonny, you have been a good boy, so you can come with me, I will show you 
the museum that I have had built.” “Ob, pa! that’s grand,” said the little boy ; 
‘but first I want to see the stamp department.’? They both went to the stamp 
department, but the little boy took his collection along. When they arrived there 
they were met by the higi arch key keeper of the cabinets for postage stamps, 
cards, and envelopes of the royal museum, who showed them the fine collections 
of siamps that he had gathered, aud that cost a great deal of money, Most of 
them were Youesses, Besides these there was a wonderful variety of the coun- 
tries of Brinoram and Briwestind, and the king enjoyed it greatly, but the litle 
boy said: ‘‘ Say, mister, you have there so many duplicates you ought to trade me 
some!’ But the high keeper said: ‘‘ Excuse me, your royal highness, but these 
are no duplicates; only some full sheets to show that these stamps were printed ro 
by 10, and not 8 by 12 or 15 by 7, and the others are varieties of papers, wove, and 
mesh wove, and loose wove, and hard wove, and opaque, and brittle, and crisp, 
and spongy, aud soft, and laid, and ribbed, and ruled, and tinted, and glazed, and 
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ungiazed.”? ‘Well, that’s enough,” said the king. ‘' Yes, your Majesty, and 
different perforations, and then all the different prints!*' But the king got tired 


and looked in the book of his son and found a torn Terra del Fuego. “ Now show 
my son a good specimen of this stamp,” said the king. But the keeper could not, 
aud explained that Terra del Fuego was not fit to go in a scientific collection. 
The king shook his head and turned to Salvador, where he found a stamp sur- 
charged with a black coat of arms. His little boy told him that Ezeta’s head was 
on that stamp first, then there was “another revolution’? and Ezeta fied to the 
Palace Hotel of San Francisco, and his head was covered so that nobody knew him 
any more. ‘Well, well, well,’ said the king, ‘that must be an interesting: 
country. Show me the issues of that country."’ ‘Oh, sir,’ answered the keeper, 
“that country is condemned by the S. S. S. S. and is Seebeckized, and it canaot 
find place in such a high grade collection; but here I cau show you all the 2,222 
different sizes of surcharges of Nowhere Island in the Briwestind, and a full sheet 
ofthe rare plate 170, and the five shilling star that brought $126 at the last 
auction.” Butte king did not want to see them, and when he looked in his 
son’s book he found many cheap stamps that the little fellow could tell him 
very interesting things about, and that were not at all represented 10 his owt 
cost)y collection. 

And he got very angry. 

He called the director of the whole museum and told him that he found more 
moments of true interest in his little son’s smal! collection, built mainly on the 
meager pocket money of one doilar a week, than in the costly amassing af his 
high arch key keeper of the stamp department ; and, therefore, he said : ‘' IT here- 
with appoint my son, the crown prince, high arch key keeper of all my stamps, 
and raise bis allowance to a thousand dollars a week. The other fellow will after 
this be my stamp clerk at the postoflice of Milpitas, and before he sells a single 
stamp he shall count every perforation and keep record of it, and with the plate 
numbers and inscriptions of the sheets he shall paper all the walls iu his office.”

U.S. Department Stamps. 


The post office department has recently issued an accurate list of the number 
of ihe 92 various stamps that were furnished to the different departments. 
Thinking that it might interest our readers, we herewith give a list of these stamps 
arranged according to the number issued of each kind. One would suppose this 
would be the exact scale of their respective rarity, but it 1s not, asa list on the 
right side will show, where we give the present catalogue price and the number in 
line that the stamps would take according to this price. Some differ quite 
materially from the position in the first line, and in a few cases this misplacement, 
according to our ideas, is not quite justified. Such cases we have indicated by 
the print. Italic numerals indicate that we think such stamps in the present 
catalogue are overvalued, while black face namerals would mierit a raise, to be in 
conformity with the other prices. To make the comparison more complete and 
interesting, we add another list of valuations, taken from the 4gth issue of the 
Standard Catalogue. 1n connection herewith it will be interesting to note that the 
prices in all the 92 department stamps in the 49th and 50th issue of the catalogue 
oniv differed in nine instances, these being the five Executive, joc. and gac. 
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Interior, 24c. Justice, and 7c. Navy; ail others remained the same, The Post 
obitum (not given in onr lists) was then §5.co. Our prices are always the cheapest, 
in case used and unused stamps differ.

The Panamint Pony Express. 

Panamint, once the scene of a great mining excitement, and a place of con- 
siderable population, may or may not be found on a map of California. It will be 
a good map that will show it. On most maps the place where it is located is 4 
terra incognita; however, if the student of Western Expresses will refer to any 
map of the State of California, to the southern part of Inyo county, the location of 
Panamint will be about on the 36th parallel of latitude, to the southwest and about 
35 miles from Death Valley. The prescnt nearest point that is reached by mail 
or express is the town of Darwin, Inyo county, California. 

The discovery that first brought this mining camp to public notice was made 
in February, 1873, by R. C. Jacobs, W. L. Kennedy, and R. P. Stewart, three 
Nevada mining men. It was not until the following year that any advauce was 
made in developing the camp. However, in the spring of 1874, John P. Jones and 
W. W. Stewart, now both senators from Nevada, wealthy Comstock mining men, 
were attracted by the reports of fabulous riches in the little known camp, and 
alter a preliminary examination, a strong company was formed to develop the 
district. ‘Chis company was known as the Surprise Valley Mill and Mining Com- 
pany, and consisted of Senators Jones and Stewart, Traynor W. Park of New York, 
and the Bank of California (Wm. C. Ralston) of San Francisco, This corporation 
acquired by purchase the most promising mines in the camp, and had absolute 
control of its destinies from that time until it was abandoned in 1876. The total 
investments of this company in the camp are said to have exceeded the sum of one 
million five hundred thousand dollars, while the returus of bullion from the mines 
were not over three hundred thousand dollars, the rich promise of the prospects 
vot heing fulfiliel. ‘ta supply the enermons deficit here indicated was a severe 
strain on the wembers of the company. The Bank of Galifornia felt its weakening 
influence, and it helped in a degree to bring about the disastrous failure of the 
bank in 1876, and the dramatic death of Win. C. Ralston. 

With plenty of capital, the development of the mines was pushed with the 
utmost rapidity. The exigencies of the situation demanded speedy communica- 
tiou with the outside world, hence the necessity fora “pony express.’’ To Senator 
Stewart belongs the credit of this express. It was the property of the company 
and run in its interests, but restricted in its functions to the sole duty of carrying 
letters, and for all who would pay the fixed sum demanded forthe service. Stewart 
resided in the camp and was general manager there, and it was there the express 
originated, by his special orders. 

‘The express was put in operation in the latter part of September, 1874. At this 
time the Southern Pacific Railroad had not been completed, and the nearest point 
where telegraphic communication conld be had was at San Bernardino, distant 
about 200 miles from Panamint. Accordingly the express was established between 
Pauamint and San Bernardino, the route being through Cajon Pass, via Rock 
Springs, on a schedule time of eighteen hours for the distance, and ruuuing three 
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times per week. The agent at Panamint was Noel Davenport, now Assistant 
fudian Agent at San Jacinto, California, At San Bernardino the agents were Messrs. 
Meyerstein & Co. The Sau Francisco office of the mining company was at 330 
Vine street, with W. R. Townsend as secretary. It was through this office that 
purchases of general supplies for the camp was made, and with the rest, this frank 
was procared in San Francisco aud asupply sent to the office of the company at 
the mines. 

The woodcut of the desigu was engraved by Theo, A. Butler, engraver at 
No, 617 Clay street. The frank is printed in black on the three-cent yalue of the 
then current envelopes, and is found ou amber paper only, The issue of the en- 
yelope then in use is known as the ‘“Reay” issue, from the name of the contrac- 
tor who supplied the Government with envelopes from 1970 to 1874.

To philatelists this envelope is known as Horner No. 151, and is the sore 
common variety, the patent-lined Reays being known as Nos. 154 and 155. 

With the advancement of the Southern Pacific Railroad a change of base was 
effected from San Bernardino to Caliente, and this line of pomy express was a thing 
ofthe past. Ihave been unable to learn just how long a tite it was in operation, 
but it had ceased to run iu the spring of 1875. From the scarcity of specimens of 
its frank there could have heen but a small number of them used, 

As being of interest, I give in his own words an authentic account of this ¢x- 
press, as related in a letter to me, from Mr. Davenport. 


COLTON, CALIFORNIA. 
Bk, HB. PHILLIPS, 


Dear Sir:—In answer to your letter in which you ask me for a description of 
the early days of Panamint, aud especially the Pony Express line, of which 1 was 
agent at Panamint, I will say that time has effaced from my memory many of the 
incidents connected with those paliny days of mining aud freighting. In order 
to give you a comprehensive understanding of the Pauamint Pony Express I must 
go back to the causes, needs, and exegencies of the times which made it possibile ta 
maintain such a line of express, 

During the summer of 1874, Barney Carter, a thorough desert teauister, an: 
myself entered into a coulract to haul freight for the Surprise Valley Mill aud 
Mining Company from Spadra (the end of the Sonthern Pacific Railroad track) to 
Fanatiint, Previous to this time Senator W, A. Stewart and Senater Jones of 
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Nevada, Traynor W. Park of New York, aud the Bank of California, had formed 
this company and had purchased the Panamint mines. Our contract was to trans- 
port something like two hundred tons of freight within a space of about ninety 
days. Yo our sorrow we found the first shipmient to be over two hundred tons, 
and we were required to move it at once. Our inability to do so caused us to 
transfer our contract to Meyerstein & Co. of San Bernardino, then merchants of the 
place. (I have no complaint of the company’s act of shipment, it was proper.) It 
followed then, that I should look to some other avenue of profit, sol engaged with 
the company as book-keeper. 

The immerse aincunt of freight on the road, the volume of business transacted 
by the company, which was paying out thousands, yes, hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, necessitated a speedy way of communication with the outside world. My 
recollection is now that the credit of this act belongs justly to Senator Stewart of 
Nevada. However, it was no sooner thought of than put into immediate execution, 
I was ordered to place the line in movement. In this way I became its agent, 
something of a manager and general superinteudent, and all the etcetras not wsurp- 
ing any of Mr. Stewart’s authority, which was supreme in all matters. 

My recollections are that the lize had been opened some days before our franks 
artiyed; however, one day in the forenoon Mr. Stewart had occasion to make a 
considerable purchase of merchandise from the local merchant (Felsevheld I think 
his name was), who liad previously agreed with the company in San Francisco to 
furnish them with all material, ete. The company therefore did not ship in any 
supplies that could be furnished by the local merchant, Mr, Stewart wanted tons 
while the merchant had only pounds and small pounds at that, This fatiure of 
Felsenhelit caused the company great inconvenience and loss. However, about 
2P.M. Mr. Stewart asked me when the express Jeft I told him sundown, ‘Can 
you get off an orders for a complete stock of merchandise for this company and 
camp by that express??? Yes, sir. Aboul what amount of guods do you want??? 
“Order one hundred thousand dollars worth.’ “Atl right, sir,” and the order 
went. When the bills were all in we had ninety.cight thousand some hundred 
doltars worth of goods. 

Our office at that time was a 1oxt2 rack-shack which served as assay and gen- 
eral office of the company. Shortly we reccived a large tent. My recollections 
are it was 5uxioo feet. We were then comfortable, and the Pony Express was a 
fixed feature of the camp, leaving Panamint Mondays, Wednesdavs, and Fridays 
at 5 Pp. M. and leaving San Bernardino Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays. The 
‘listance was two hundred miles. We used six relays of ponies and three relays of 
riders. The time was eighteen hours. It was never made in less than eighteen 
and never required over twenty-four hours, except in cases of accident. Messrs, 
Meyerstein & Co, were the agents at San Bernardino. The price by express for a 
letter was 25c in addition to the regular postage of the U.S. No packages were 
taken, noteven valuable or coin packages. Thus we were insured safety, which 
at that day and date was uncertain to any one entering the canon going to the 
mines, 

i canvyot at this moment remember the names of the riders, but it seems to mie 
that Dud Vayer rode the first trip ont of Panamint. Of this I am not sure. The 
only coniplete frank I have seen for many years is the one Mr. Blow of Sau Bernar- 
dino has, I should like ever so much to have a complete envelope.
